BRITISH EDUCATIONAL AWARD MEDALS FROM THE COLLECTION FORMED BY THE 

LATE T.H. WATTS 


The collection of educational award medals formed by the late T.H. Watts has acquired an aura of mystique over 
the past 50 years or so. Mr Watts, a schoolmaster himself appears to have been most active in acquiring pieces in 
the 1950s and early 1960s and was an occasional visitor to the London dealers, particularly A.H. Baldwin & Sons, 
at the time. After the British Museum had made a photographic record of it, the collection was acquired by 
Baldwin’s and a listing made by Thomas Curtis, who shared some of his findings with students, including the late 
Margaret Grimshaw (1904-90), lecturer in Mathematics at Cambridge, bursar ofNewnham College and author of 
the trilogy of catalogues on the subject published between 1981 and 1989. 

Quite apart from its sheer breadth, the Watts collection, originally numbering some 1,500 pieces, is particularly 
notable for its quality. The majority of medals are in superb condition, a testament to the keen eye of its creator. 
DNW will be selling portions of the collection over subsequent auctions and, in so doing, the cataloguer wishes to 
acknowledge the prior work and research undertaken by Daniel Featon, much of which is incorporated within the 
descriptions below. P.J.P-M. 


1 BUCKINGHAMSHIRE, Eton, Eton College, Duke of Newcastle Medal, 1833, a copper specimen medal by W. 
Wyon, bust of Henry Pelham right, rev. legend in wreath, edge un-named, 36mm, 27.58g (BHM 1646; MJP p.39; cf. 
DNW M7, 2231); Earl of Strafford Prize for Shakespeare, 1881, a copper specimen medal, unsigned [by L.C. Wyon], 
bust of William Shakespeare three-quarters left, rev. legend in and around a border of stars, 44mm, 34-76g (MJP 
p.39; cf. Bonhams 13.xii.2012, 536) [2]. Extremely fine and better, first an early striking without the usual die flaw 
infield on obverse £80-100 

The Newcastle Scholarship is Eton College’s most prestigious prize. It was instituted in 1829 by Henry Pelham-Clinton, 4th Duke of 
Newcastle (1785-1851), with the winner being awarded a cash sum of £250 and the runner-up receiving a gold medal. The Strafford 
Prize for Shakespeare was endowed by George Stevens Byng, 2nd Earl of Strafford (1806-86), in 1881 


2 BUCKINGHAMSHIRE, Eton, Eton College, Fencing Prize, an artist’s proof in white metal for a medal by F. 
Bowcher, arms over crossed foils, rev. classically draped students pay homage to seated female, indication of award 
details inked in (First Prize, 1920, Name), 63mm, 112.oig; Henry VI Prize, a silver medal by J. Pinches for Johnson 
Walker & Tolhurst, statue of Henry VI dividing two shields of arms, rev. representation of the coronation of the 
Virgin from the College seal, plinth engraved 75 above 1923, edge named (O.E.C.S. Henry VI Medal won by E.R. 
Campbell, Stoke Poges), 64mm, i2i.36g (MJP p.39; cf. DNW 54, 652) [2]. First about very fine, second very fine 
and toned but with rim nicks, both rare £80-100 

The origins of the Henry VI Prize are obscure, but a small number of un-named specimens were struck at the time of the College’s 
500th anniversary in 1941 


3 CHESHIRE, West Kirby, Braeside Preparatory School, a silver Winning House award medalet, unsigned [by 
Vaughton], legend above tablet engraved 1922, rev. legend, un-named, 23mm, 7-25g; LANCASHIRE, Liverpool, 
Collegiate Institution, Everton, silver Prize Medals by and after T. Ottley (2), elevation of the Institution, revs, shield 
in Garter, bishop’s mitre above, engraved (Penmanship; Freehand Drawing), different dies [second after T. Ottley], 
both un-named, 31mm, i4-72g, i3-36g (Taylor 141b; D & W 239/283) [3]. Last extremely fine, others very fine and 
better; first in red case of issue by Vaughtons Ltd, Goldsmiths & Medallists, Birmingham £50-70 

Braeside Preparatory School, Devonshire road, West Kirby, occupied two semi-detached houses; the school closed in the 1930s. 
Liverpool Collegiate School, a Grade II listed building, was opened by William Gladstone in January 1843 



4 CORNWALL, Helston, Death of Sir Isaac Newton, 1727, a silver medal by J. Croker, draped bust left, rev. Science 
holding a plan of the solar system, edge impressed prize medal for helston school 1785, 52mm, 57.o6g (D & W 233/243, 
this piece; MI II, 469/83; E 504). Brilliant mint state, attractively toned, extremely rare as a prize medal £400-500 

Helston Grammar School, the ‘Eton of Cornwall’ would later have Derwent Coleridge (son of the poet) as Head Master and the 
author Charles Kingsley was a pupil. It seems odd that the school would take such an effort in engraving a rare medal without 
naming the recipient 
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5 DERBYSHIRE, Spinkhill, Mount St Mary’s College, c. 1850, a silver medal, unsigned, Madonna enthroned, rev. 
south elevation of the School, 55mm, 77.69g (Taylor 151a, this piece, recte 55mm). Extremely fine and toned, very 
rare £80-100 

Mount St Mary’s College, Spinkhill (a hamlet now part of Sheffield), a Jesuit school formally opened in 1842, is now a co¬ 
educational facility. The founder was Fr Randall Lythgoe (1793-1855), the Provincial Superior of the Society of Jesus. The building 
on the medal depicts the improvements made to the structure in 1845 by the architect Joseph Hansom (1803-82), inventor of the 
Hansom cab 



6 DEVON, Devonport, Devonport Mechanics Institute, a silver award medal, unsigned [ obv . after J. Dassier], bust of 
Isaac Newton three-quarters right, rev. arms of the Institute, named (Thomas Allom, for Drawings & Plans of a 
Workhouse), 43mm, 55.68g (MI II, 470/85 for obv.; cf. D & W 221/149; cf. DNW 66, 1125). Some rim and surface 
marks, otherwise very fine, grey tone, very rare in silver £150-200 

Thomas Allom (1804-72) architect, artist and topographical illustrator, b. Lambeth, lived in Barnes. He was a founding member of 
what was to become the Royal Institute of British Architects and worked with Sir Charles Barry on the Houses of Parliament. He 
produced a series ‘Devonshire Illustrated’ that was printed in London between 1828 and 1832 and is remembered for his drawings 
of Constantinople and the Scenery of the Seven Churches of Asia Minor, published in 1838, and China Illustrated, published in 

1845 




7 DEVON, Exeter, Mr Gould’s Seminary, 1823, an engraved silver award medal, unsigned, legend, named (Obtained 
by Mastr. Webb), rev. engraved (Declamation, December 1823), hallmarked jh London, 31mm, 4*52g (cf. Noble II, 
989). Good very fine, very rare £80-100 

George Masters Gould (1793-1877), shown as Master of St John’s Hospital, or Blue Boy’s School, in Besley’s 1835 Exeter trade 
directory 
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8 DEVON, Paignton, Paignton School, an engraved silver Maltese Cross-shaped award by T.H. Stone, Exeter, Garter 
inscribed palmam qui meruit ferat, centre engraved (Paignton School, 1st Prize, B. Tucker, Christmas 1865), back 
hallmarked Exeter 1865, 54mm, i6.03g. Very fine and extremely rare; with clip and ring for suspension £80-100 
Paignton School, Church street, was built in 1829 and taken over by the newly-formed School Board in 1874 



9 Co DURHAM/NORTHUMBERLAND, Durham/Newcastle-upon-Tyne, University of Durham and 
Newcastle-upon-Tyne, College of Medicine, Session 1871 and 1872, a silver award cross for Surgery by C.J. Reid, 
Newcastle, caduceus flanked by cross and tower, rev. floral ornamentation, named (Lecturer, G.Y. Heath, M.D., 
Awarded to T.A. Dodd), 41mm, 37-55g. Good very fine, rare; with clip and ring for suspension £60-80 



10 ESSEX, Colchester, Colchester Royal Grammar School, the Earl of Dartmouth’s silver award medal by B. Wyon, 
Dartmouth arms and supporters, rev. legend in wreath, named (Herb. Edv. Chapman), 41mm, 42.i6g. Virtually as 
struck and deeply toned, rare; with clip and ring for suspension £60-80 

William Walter Legge, 5th Earl of Dartmouth (1823-91). Colchester Royal Grammar School has its origins in the early 13th century, 
but it was a small establishment until a rebuilding in 1852 
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11 HERTFORDSHIRE, Hertford, East India College [Haileybury College], c. 1809, a specimen copper Arabic Prize 
medal, unsigned [by C.H. Kiichler], arms of the East India Co with supporters, rev. legend in Arabic, 37mm, 26.96g 
(Pudd. 948.1.1; Pollard 31; cf. DNW136,1515). Extremely fine £150-200 

The East India College, formerly located at Fort William in Bengal, was transferred to Haileybury in 1809 upon its completion by 
the architect William Wilkins. Prospective administrators for the East India Co had to complete four terms at the College, learning 
Sanskrit, Persian and Urdu, in addition to the traditional European subjects. The College closed in January 1858 but reopened as a 
public school in 1862 




12 HERTFORDSHIRE, Hertford, East India College [Haileybury College], c. 1809, a specimen white metal Sanskrit 
Prize medal, unsigned [by C.H. Kiichler], arms of the East India Co with supporters, rev. legend in Sanskrit, 37mm, 
20.70g (Pudd. 948.1.1 obv./ 948.1.2 rev.; Pollard 31 obv./ 32 rev.). Minor surface marks, otherwise very fine and an 
interesting mule £100-150 




13 HERTFORDSHIRE, Hertford, East India College [Haileybury College], c. 1809, a specimen copper Sanskrit Prize 
medal by C.H. Kiichler, the goddess India wearing an elephant-head head-dress, flanked by pedestal and long¬ 
stemmed flower, rev. legend in Sanskrit, 37mm, 27.i8g (Pudd. 948.1.2; Pollard 32; cf. DNW M7, 138). Minor 
spotting, otherwise extremely fine £100-150 


14 HERTFORDSHIRE, Old Hall Green [Ware], St Edmund’s College, silver medals by P. Wyon for H. & L., fagade 
of the College, revs, allegorical figures of Learning and Religion standing in front of the College buildings, both 
52mm, 54.6ig, 48.82g (BHM 602; Taylor 60a) [2]. First about very fine, second about extremely fine; both with 
small piercings for suspension £80-100 


15 KENT, Ashford, Powers Commercial Academy, an engraved silver Reward for Best Spelling, 4th Class, unsigned, 
legend both sides, 26mm, 3.64g; Dover, James Temple, Cliff House School, St Margaret’s, brass Pennies (2, 
varieties), brass Halfpence (3, two varieties, one a duplicate), all fagade of building, revs, legend around value, all 
24mm, 5.05g, 3-59g, 5 - 2 5 g> 5 - 03 g, 4-8og (D & W 271/507-9; cf. DNW 134, 338) [6]. First extremely fine and toned, 
with clip and ring for suspension, others about very fine and better £50-70 

Alexander Power, master of the Commercial Academy, Ashford, author of New Orthographical Exercises by Alexander Power, 
Master of the Commercial Academy, Ashford, Kent (1812), which met with critical review at the time of publication because of Mr 
Power’s opinion that the oratory of clergymen and others speaking in public should envelop the then new French radicalism. A 
further tract on the same topic, published in 1814, also met with criticism. Cliffe House School was founded by John Youden in 1745 
and rebuilt c. 1820 by James Temple as a school catering for 120 boys. The tokens were issued by Temple in exchange for the boys’ 
pocket money. After Temple’s death in 1874 the the school closed and the building later became a hotel. Grade 2 listed, it is now 
residential flats 
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16 KENT, Deal, St Ethelburga School, a silver Reward of Merit, unsigned, reward of merit in wreath, rev. engraved 
legend, 34mm, i3.24g. Very fine, rare; pierced for suspension, with ring £60-80 

Catherine Boys (1808-72) opened a Catholic chapel in her home in Middle street, Deal, in 1842. The enterprise developed into the St 
Ethelburga Convent, Orphanage and School and moved to the corner of Park and West streets in 1878. The School closed in the 
early 1970s 


17 KENT, Dover, The Mayor’s Prize for Mathematics, 1884, a silver award medal by J.S. & A.B. Wyon, arms of Dover 
and the Cinque Ports in trilobe, rev. legend in wreath (Presented by the College Council), edge named (Awarded to H. 
F. Mayes, Dover College), 48mm, 62.23g (c/. DNW M13,1034); Victoria, Golden Jubilee, 1887, Schoolchildren of 
Dover, a white metal medal by Heaton & Sons, veiled bust left, rev. presented...by w.h. crundall mayor, 38mm, i4-55g 
(W & E 2170E.1) [2]. Very fine £40-60 

Dover College, set in the grounds of St Martin Priory, opened in September 1871. The mayor in 1884 was Thomas Viney Brown. Sir 
William Henry Crundall (1847-1934), from a long-standing Dover shipbuilding family, served as mayor of Dover no less than 13 
times between 1886 and 1910 and was chairman of the Dover Harbour Board 


18 LANCASHIRE, Leyland, Golden Hill School, a silver medal for Queen Victoria’s Golden Jubilee, 1887, by W.H. 
Watts, names of the founder and current Master and Mistress, rev. names of the eight trustees, 44mm, 38.oog (W & 
E p.100 [not seen]). Matt surfaces, extremely fine £40-60 

The Balshaw School at Golden Hill, named after Richard Balshaw (1725-1811), was founded, it would appear, in June 1782, not 1784 
as the medal would imply. The school, called Golden Hill, continued until the 1920s when work started on building a new school. 
This continues to flourish as Balshaw's Church of England High School. In 1887 the current Master was John de Pennington (Head 
Master from 1870 to 1899) and the current Mistress was Annie McGregor 



19 LANCASHIRE, Liverpool, Circus Street School, 1806, an engraved silver Class of Honour star, unsigned, outer 
legend (Honour & Shame from no condition rises - Act well your part there all the honour lies), rev. named (No. 4, 
Jane Christian, admitted an Established Member after Seven Years’ Exemplary Conduct), 60mm, I2.87g. Very fine 
and very rare; with ring for suspension £90-120 

Circus Street School, originally a Sunday school established in 1801, became a Baptist day school in 1803 and is recorded as catering 
for over 300 girls and 285 boys in 1814. Supported by subscription, admittance was by recommendation of a subscriber 
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20 LANCASHIRE, Liverpool, Circus Street School, 1816, an engraved silver Class of Honour star, unsigned, outer 
legend (Judge not my value from intrinsic worth - But from the motives which have given me birth) around 
(Presented 2nd January 1816 by C.S.S.C.H. in token of their Gratitude for his unremitted attention to their welfare), 
rev. named (To Mr B. Baldwin 13 Years Master of Circus Street Free School...one of the first promoters of the Class of 
Honour attached to it, 23rd Octr. 1806), 57mm, i9-50g. Very fine and very rare; with ring for suspension £90-120 




21 LANCASHIRE, Liverpool, Liverpool Royal Institution, a silver award medal by T. Wyon, helmeted bust of 
Minerva right, liver bird on helmet, rev. wreath, named (55, J. Fearon), 38mm, 30.i8g (W 2656; D & W 145/337). 
Some grazes in obverse field, otherwise about extremely fine and toned, rare £80-100 

The Liverpool Royal Institution, though established in 1814, did not formally open on Colquitt street until 1817 and it was 1821 
before it received its royal charter. The Institution awarded prize medals to students and financed the Royal Institution Grammar 
School for boys. The Institution was dissolved in 1948. The recipient, Joseph Fearon of the Inner Temple, was an early donator of 
items to the Institution’s collection, later subsumed by the William Brown Library and Museum 



22 LANCASHIRE, Liverpool, Liverpool Corporation North School, a plain silver award for Punctuality and Diligence, 
unsigned, applied liver bird, engraved (Deer XXII mdccclxii), rev. wreath, named (Presented by R.C. Gardner Esqre 
Mayor, to John Taylor), 46mm, 45-90g. About extremely fine and toned, rare; with straight swivel bar suspension 
and original maroon ribbon £70-90 

Richard Cardwell Gardner, Mayor of Liverpool 1862-3

Shrewsbury 1837-9 and St John’s College, Cambridge, 1839-43, 
winning the Chancellor’s medal in 1843; Second Master of Shrewsbury School 1843-8; ordained 1845; Head Master of King 
Edward’s School, 1848-62; honorary Canon of Worcester, 1853-77; rector of Walgrave, Northants, 1865-75, and Much Hadham, 
Herts, 1875-7; Archdeacon of London 1884-9. 

Laurence Brown (BHM p.178) relates that Gifford was actively involved in the design and other aspects of the medal, which was 
approved by the school’s governors in February 1852. Hollins was paid £21 for the design, one gold medal was struck (ostensibly for 
Queen Victoria, but not now in the royal collection at Windsor), 17 in silver for “various pupils and masters” and 64 bronze for 
governors and other teachers

Richard III was born in October 1452, the younger brother of Edward IV. In a country torn apart by the Wars of the Roses, he 
became an adept and experienced soldier at a young age. As every schoolboy knows, on Edward’s death in 1483, he usurped the 
throne and is believed to be responsible for the disappearance and death of his two young nephews, the so called ‘Princes in the 
Tower’ and rightful heirs to their father’s crown. 

As one of England’s most infamous monarchs, whose reign lasted a mere 26 months, the coinage of Richard III is both rare and 
highly sought after. The current half-angel is a recent metal-detecting find and one of just a handful known. Bearing the boar’s head 
mint-mark, it was probably struck between July 1483 and June 1484. The important Schneider collection of British gold coins 
boasts no less than 22 Richard III angels, which are rare in their own right, but only two halves, one struck from the same pair of 
dies as the current coin. 

With a find spot close to Bosworth Field where the final battle of the Wars of the Roses ended in Richard’s violent death and the 
establishment of the House of Tudor, this is a coin of historical and numismatic importance far in excess of its small size

(d) to remove, store and insure the lot at the expense of the defaulting 
buyer and, in the case of storage, either at Dix Noonan Webb premises or 
elsewhere. 

(e) to charge interest at a rate not exceeding 2 percent per month on the 
‘total amount due’ to the extent it remains unpaid for more than 5 working 
days after the day of the auction. 

(f) to retain that or any other lot sold to the same buyer at the sale or any 
other auction and release it only after payment of the ‘total amount due’. 

(g) to reject or ignore any bids made by or on behalf of the defaulting buyer 
at any future auctions or obtaining a deposit before accepting any bids in 
future. 

(h) to apply any proceeds of sale then due or at any time thereafter 
becoming due to the defaulting buyer towards settlement of the ‘total 
amount due’ and to exercise a lien on any property of the defaulting buyer 
which is in Dix Noonan Webb’s possession for any purpose. 

12 Liability of Dix Noonan Webb and sellers 

(a) Goods auctioned are usually of some age. All goods are sold with all 
faults and imperfections and errors of description. Illustrations in 


catalogues are for identification only. Buyers should satisfy themselves 
prior to the sale as to the condition of each lot and should exercise and rely 
on their own judgement as to whether the lot accords with its description. 
Subject to the obligations accepted by Dix Noonan Webb under this 
Condition, none of the seller, Dix Noonan Webb, its servants or agents is 
responsible for errors of descriptions or for the genuineness or authenticity 
of any lot. No warranty whatever is given by Dix Noonan Webb, its servants 
or agents, or any seller to any buyer in respect of any lot and any express or 
implied conditions or warranties are hereby excluded. 

(b) Any lot which proves to be a ‘deliberate forgery’ may be returned by the 
buyer to Dix Noonan Webb within 15 days of the date of the auction in the 
same condition in which it was at the time of the auction, accompanied by 
a statement of defects, the number of the lot, and the date of the auction at 
which it was purchased. If Dix Noonan Webb is satisfied that the item is a 
‘deliberate forgery’ and that the buyer has and is able to transfer a good and 
marketable title to the lot free from any third party claims, the sale will be 
set aside and any amount paid in respect of the lot will be refunded, 
provided that the buyer shall have no rights under this Condition if: 

(i) the description in the catalogue at the date of the sale was in accordance 
with the then generally accepted opinion of scholars and experts or fairly 
indicated that there was a conflict of such opinion; or 

(ii) the only method of establishing at the date of publication of the 
catalogue that the lot was a ‘deliberate forgery’ was by means of scientific 
processes not generally accepted for use until after publication of the 
catalogue or a process which was unreasonably expensive or impractical. 

(c) A buyer’s claim under this Condition shall be limited to any amount 
paid in respect of the lot and shall not extend to any loss or damage 
suffered or expense incurred by him or her. 

(d) The benefit of the Condition shall not be assignable and shall rest solely 
and exclusively in the buyer who, for the purpose of this condition, shall be 
and only be the person to whom the original invoice is made out by Dix 
Noonan Webb in respect of the lot sold. 

Conditions mainly concerning Sellers and Consignors 

13 Warranty of title and availability 

The seller warrants to Dix Noonan Webb and to the buyer that he or she is 
the true owner of the property or is properly authorised to sell the property 
by the true owner and is able to transfer good and marketable title to the 
property free from any third party claims. The seller will indemnify Dix 
Noonan Webb, its servants and agents and the buyer against any loss or 
damage suffered by either in consequence or any breach on the part of the 
seller. 

14 Reserves 

The seller shall be entitled to place prior to the auction a reserve on any 
single item lot which may not exceed the minimum estimate figure, being 
the minimum ‘hammer price’ at which that lot may be treated as sold. A 
reserve once placed by the seller shall not be changed without the consent 
of Dix Noonan Webb. Dix Noonan Webb may at their option sell at a 
‘hammer price’ below the reserve but in any such cases the sale proceeds to 
which the seller is entitled shall be the same as they would have been had 
the sale been at the reserve. Where a reserve has been placed, only the 
auctioneer may bid on behalf of the seller. 

15 Authority to deduct commission and expenses 

The seller authorises Dix Noonan Webb to deduct commission at the 
‘stated rate’ and ‘expenses’ from the ‘hammer price’ and acknowledges Dix 
Noonan Webb’s right to retain the premium payable by the buyer. 

16 Rescission of sale 

If before Dix Noonan Webb remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the buyer 
makes a claim to rescind the sale that is appropriate and Dix Noonan Webb 
is of the opinion that the claim is justified, Dix Noonan Webb is authorised 
to rescind the sale and refund to the buyer any amount paid to Dix Noonan 
Webb in respect of the lot. 

17 Payment of sale proceeds 


Dix Noonan Webb shall remit the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller not later than 
35 days after the auction, but if by that date Dix Noonan Webb has not 
received the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer then Dix Noonan Webb will 
remit the sale proceeds within five working days after the date on which the 
‘total amount due’ is received from the buyer. If credit terms have been 
agreed between Dix Noonan Webb and the buyer, Dix Noonan Webb shall 
remit to the seller the sale proceeds not later than 35 days after the auction 
unless otherwise agreed by the seller. 

18 If the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the ‘total amount due’ within 
3 weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will endeavour to notify the 
seller and take the seller’s instructions as to the appropriate course of action 
and, so far as in Dix Noonan Webb’s opinion is practicable, will assist the 
seller to recover the ‘total amount due’ from the buyer. If circumstances do 
not permit Dix Noonan Webb to take instructions from the seller, the seller 
authorises Dix Noonan Webb at the seller’s expense to agree special terms 
for payment of the ‘total amount due’, to remove, store and insure the lot 
sold, to settle claims made by or against the buyer on such terms as Dix 
Noonan Webb shall in its absolute discretion think fit, to take such steps as 
are necessary to collect monies due by the buyer to the seller and if necessary 
to rescind the sale and refund money to the buyer. 

19 If, notwithstanding that the buyer fails to pay to Dix Noonan Webb the 
‘total amount due’ within three weeks after the auction, Dix Noonan Webb 
remits the ‘sale proceeds’ to the seller, the ownership of the lot shall pass to 
Dix Noonan Webb. 

20 Charges for withdrawn lots 

Where a seller cancels instructions for sale, Dix Noonan Webb reserve the 
right to charge a fee of 15 per cent of Dix Noonan Webb’s then latest estimate 
or middle estimate of the auction price of the property withdrawn, together 
with Value Added Tax thereon if the seller is resident in the European 
Union, and ‘expenses’ incurred in relation to the property. 

21 Rights to photographs and illustrations 

The seller gives Dix Noonan Webb full and absolute right to photograph and 
illustrate any lot placed in its hands for sale and to use such photographs and 
illustrations and any photographs and illustrations provided by the seller at 
any time at its absolute discretion (whether or not in connection with the 
auction). 

22 Unsold lots 

Where any lot fails to sell, Dix Noonan Webb shall notify the seller 
accordingly. The seller shall make arrangements either to re-offer the lot for 
sale or to collect the lot. 

23 Dix Noonan Webb reserve the right to charge commission up to one-half 
of the ‘stated rates’ calculated on the ‘bought-in price’ and in addition 
‘expenses’ in respect of any unsold lots. 

General conditions and definitions 

24 Dix Noonan Webb sells as agent for the seller (except where it is stated 
wholly or partly to own any lot as principal) and as such is not responsible 
for any default by seller or buyer. 

25 Any representation or statement by Dix Noonan Webb, in any catalogue 
as to authorship, attribution, genuineness, origin, date, age, provenance, 
condition or estimated selling price is a statement of opinion only. Every 
person interested should exercise and rely on his or her own judgement as 
to such matters and neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are 
responsible for the correctness of such opinions. 

26 Whilst the interests of prospective buyers are best served by attendance 
at the auction, Dix Noonan Webb will, if so instructed, execute bids on their 
behalf. Neither Dix Noonan Webb nor its servants or agents are responsible 
for any neglect or default in doing so or for failing to do so. 

27 Dix Noonan Webb shall have the right, at its discretion, to refuse 
admission to its premises or attendance at its auctions by any person. 

28 Dix Noonan Webb has absolute discretion without giving any reason to 
refuse any bid, to divide any lot, to combine any two or more lots, to 
withdraw any lot from the auction and in case of dispute to put up any lot for 


auction again. 

29 (a) Any indemnity under these Conditions shall extend to all actions, 
proceedings costs, expenses, claims and demands whatever incurred or 
suffered by the person entitled to the benefit of the indemnity. 

(b) Dix Noonan Webb declares itself to be a trustee for its relevant servants 
and agents of the benefit of every indemnity under these Conditions to the 
extent that such indemnity is expressed to be for the benefit of its servants 
and agents. 

30 Any notice by Dix Noonan Webb to a seller, consignor, prospective 
bidder or buyer may be given by first class mail or airmail and if so given 
shall be deemed to have been duly received by the addressee 48 hours after 
posting. 

31 These Conditions shall be governed by and construed in accordance with 
English law. All transactions to which these Conditions apply and all matters 
connected therewith shall also be governed by English law. Dix Noonan 
Webb hereby submits to the exclusive jurisdiction of the English courts and 
all other parties concerned hereby submit to the non-exclusive jurisdiction 
of the English courts. 

32 In these Conditions: 

(a) ‘catalogue’ includes any advertisement, brochure, estimate, price list or 
other publication; 

(b) ‘hammer price’ means the price at which a lot is knocked down by the 
auctioneer to the buyer; 

(c) ‘total amount due’ means the ‘hammer price’ in respect of the lot sold 
together with any premium, Value Added Tax chargeable and additional 
charges and expenses due from a defaulting buyer in pounds sterling; 

(d) ‘deliberate forgery’ means an imitation made with the intention of 
deceiving as to authorship, origin, date, age, period, culture or source which 
is not shown to be such in the description in the catalogue and which at the 
date of the sale had a value materially less than it would have had if it had 
been in accordance with that description; 

(e) ‘sale proceeds’ means the net amount due to the seller being the ‘hammer 
price’ of the lot sold less commission at the ‘stated rates’ and ‘expenses’ and 
any other amounts due to Dix Noonan Webb by the seller in whatever 
capacity and howsoever arising; 

(f) ‘stated rate’ means Dix Noonan Webb published rates of commission for 
the time and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(g) ‘expenses’ in relation to the sale of any lot means Dix Noonan Webb 
charges and expenses for insurance, illustrations, special advertising, 
packing and freight of that lot and any Value Added Tax thereon; 

(h) ‘bought-in price’ means 5 per cent more than the highest bid received 
below the reserve. 

33 Vendors’ commission of sales 

A commission of 15 per cent is payable by the vendor on the hammer price 
on lots sold. 

34 VAT 

Commission, illustrations, insurance and advertising are subject to VAT if 
the seller is resident in the European Union. 
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
